He came across 
the line first to find out personally 
whether the price had raised on this 
I cents a dozen; for if it had, he would 
still be able to pay the duty and make a 
very small profit. To his dismay he 
learned In Buffalo and Rochester, N. Y., 
that the price of eggs had only advanced 
about 1 cent on a dozen. He did* not 
dare to pay the duty and try to sell the 
eggs on this side at a figure about 
cent or 1» cents per dozen above the 
Canadian price, so he sold them all on 
ither side at a great loss. I asked 
who paid the Tariff and you bet he 
MatflMfti the importer did.

|S^J9.00O,ono of value to them. But 
what gave these materials their value? 
It was treated in precisely the same way 
as the added value created in the pro- 
eewes of manufacturing by the employ- 
ment of labor and capital. In fact, 
they themselves were as truly manu- 
factures as the finished products of 
which they subsequently formed a part. 
The manufactu: e of "materials" is, 
| therefore, more important than the 
manufacture of nniihed products in the 
ratio of 6.481.000000 to 3,2i»,nooono. 

So let it not be forgotten that more 
workers and larger interests are. men-

Caw Piled Up in a Confused Heap ark 
Firt Breaks Out. 



Colorado BrHiaos, CoL, Dec. 
Butt* Fe passenger train No. 8. which 
left Denver at 11:09 o'clock Thursday 
night, wm wracked between 1 and 9 
o'clock Friday morning about two 
mi lea east of Busted, a small station 
fifteen miles north of this city. The 
train waa due here at 3:10 a. m. Several 
cars l ift the track and plunged down 
an ami Ankment fifty feet, piling the 
cars in a confused heap. Firo broke out 
alirpst immediately and added its hor- 
ror' to the scene. The train waa run- 
ning at the rata of forty miles an hour 
when the disaster occurred, and some 
of the cars were smashed into frag- 
ments. It was marvelous, considering 
the character of the wreck, tin 
consequences to passengers were not 
more serious. Two boys, whose names 
are unknown, are dying at the hospital 
in this city. They are believed to be 
the only ones fatally injured, the 
almost everybody on the train was i 
or less severely hurt. 

The first that any one on board the 
train knew of the trouble 
the cars began jumping along the ties. 
Only the baggage car, which was nest 
to the engine, remained on the track. 
The express car tamed over on its side 
and rolled down the embankment, 
standing on its head at the foot of the 
•lope, completely upside down. The 
smoking oar followed and immediately 
took fire. 

The flames spread to the next car, 
which waa the day coach. The front 
end of the day coach was upon top of 
the embankment and the other end at 
the bottom. This car caught fire, and 
both w«m completely destroyed. The 
Pullman turned ou lu side on the e 
bankment. The accident is ascribed 
soma to spreading rails, while by others 
It is charged to faulty wheels.

Washihg-tob, Dec, 24.— A few days 
ago the state department turned over 
to the navy department the 175,000 in- 
demnity recently received from Chill in 
settlement of the claims of members of 
the Baltimore's crew killed, injured 
ond imprisoned in Valparaiso on Octo- 
ber 10, 1801. The navy department if 
now considering means by which this 
indemnity can be most jut,;, distribut- 
ed among the claimants.

BY RAIL TO CHILI. 
Wurveys rrove tha Intnrcnntl aa ital Rail- 
road Baa* to MUh 

Nkw York, Dee. 24.— The preliminary 
surveys for the projected interconti- 
nental railroad, to connect the repub- 
lics of North America with those of Cen- 
tnil and South America, have been prac- 
tically completed, and although the 
official reports have not yet been pub- 
lished, the three commissions have de- 
clared that a practicable route has been 
found, the engineering problems pre- 
sented by which in no instance exceed 
.those encountered in the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific and other trans- 
continental roads of North America. 

The route from Mexico through Cen- 
tral America down to the Costa Hica- 
Culombtan frontier presents practically 
no problems whatever, and the section 
thence on to the city of Panama has 
already been thoroughly surveyed by 
an independent projector, M. George de 
rolignac, who is at the present time 
negotiating with the Colombian gov- 
eruiucnt for a concession to construct a 
railway between the City of David and 
Panama. The section between Punama 
and the Valley of Atrato has not been 
regularly surveyed, but the ground is 
already so well known that there is no
